US oil company, his assignment being to spy on the Canadian Government - with the ex- 
plicit blessing of the Justice Department in Washington., In GervaiB 11 own words, his 
mission was "to infiltrate, worm my way in and find out why this company wasn't given 
drilling rights like others, " However, before long, officials in the "higher ecnelons"

Next, the US Government procured for uervais a real soft job with General Ho tors 
(Canada) that paid f, 18,000 a year, plus $ 4,000 thrown in for good measure by Justice,

in Canada)! - tnat's tno way Gervais himself put it. The job was arranged, according to 
Gervais, while he and his family "sort of made our way slowly across the country like 
tourists heading for Vancouver," The Justice Department, v/aich h® said was sending him 
enough money "to get by on," finally ordered him to Washington,, D,, C, where he formally 
changed his name to Paul Mason, In order to get around Canadian immigration rules, 
Washington moreover put the squeeze on Ottawa to provide Gervais with a phony "minister's 
permit" allowing him to live and work in Canada froi: January 1972 until January 1973, 

On top of it all. Justice Issued to Gervais a fake birth certificate for his sen, who 
was then under the required ago of aixjto get into tn» Vancouver school system. Did you 
ever hear of a law-and-ortier government so dad.! cated to official forgeries? 

Gervais and family then vrero taken to Toronto by Gerald Shura, an official of 
the Justice Department, and introduced to the president of GK in Canada, 

"Why he wanted to see me, I don't know." Gervais commented,, "I guess he just 
wanted to sae what this guy looked like who he had been told to hire. They took as out 
to the plant, introduced ma to others and put na through a three-week course, I learned 
nothing in that.

"It comes down to this,” Gervais concluded this interview, "I've bean working 
at a fake job in Canada since January and living there since last July all because of 
connivance between the Justice Department, tto Canadian government and ofi," 

While pretending to work for GK> uervais lived in Tsaywassen, a suburb of 
Vancouver, According to the "States-Xtcm ' of Kay 25,1972, "General Motors confirmed 
that uervais was an employ® but refused to say how ns had gotten the position," well, 
Gervais just told us how h® got it. 

The Vancouver "Sun” added this titillating bit: One of two telephone numbers 
Gervais was provided with as he haadsd for Canada was for the home of itsg jjlackiaore, 
an officer in the intelligence unit of the Royal Canadian Mounted holica, "If any 
problem arose," Gervais told the newspaper, "I was supposed to get hold of him and he 
would fix it," RCHP Commissioner 'rf, ! , Higgi ! t replied to a query from tea "Sun": "This 
is the kind of thing we don't talk about," if course, not, It e s purs cloak-and-dagger 
stuff with a strong small of a CIA operation.-, 

In a latter published by oh® "Titips-Ricayune" on May 23, Jim Garrison commen- 
ted on this sordid business: "The Justice Department, at Its vary best, is politically 
oriented.
